He Testifies to some Very Funny 
Things and Shows His

NEW YORK, Jan. 18. — (Special. Dis- 
patch.) The benevolent: “Deacon” Sage 
went through another. “Black Friday to- 
day, when Choate had him on the stand 
in the bomb case. “Uncle Russell got 
very much flustered. ‘Some of the pecu- 
liar things that Choate induced him to 
swear to were these: While his hands 
were terribly lacerated by explosion and 
were in ‘bandages for ‘ten days, he shaved 
himself. At the same instant he could see 
Norcross before him’ and Norton, four feet 
behind him, while he had no trouble in 
having Laidlaw’s face both ways at once. 

Then Choate held up thät wonderful suit 
of clothes that Sage wore when the bomb 
dusted them, and asked if they were new 
when Mr. Sage bought them; if they ever 
were new,” and “if the ‘deacon’ has any 
more like them in stock?“ Sage answered 
“Yes” to the first two questions, but ad- 
mitted he had worn the clothes thtee 
years. Laughter prevented his replying to 
the question whether he would not be 
wearing them yet if it had not been for 
Norcross. 

Choate asked what Sage did when he 
got in the drug-store. I sent for Mr.

The 
dispatches seem to say the rebels had 
‘artillery. Where could they have got this? 
The dispaich does not speak of any being 
landed: Do you think there can be any 
doubt that the news is accurate?“ 

lt was not possible to get news of the 
insurrection to the President tonight. 
Senator Morgan, chairman of the Sen- 


ate Committee on Foreign Relations, de- 


clined to enter into a discussion of the 
question tonight. I would not care to 
say what would be the policy of the gov- 
ernment in this matter without further 
thought,“ he said, nor would it be my 
place to attempt to point out a policy for 
the administration.

Searching for Arms. 

Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

HONOLULU, Jan. 11.—(Associated Press 
wired from San Fran- 
cisco, Jan. 18.) There were no fresh devel- 
opments in the threatened uprising until 
last Sunday afternoon, the 6th inst., when 
the marshal’s detectives brought in news 
that led that officer immediately to sum- 
mon the Cabinet and leading officers of the 
military and Citizens’ Guard for consulta- 
tion. In a few minutes after their arrival 
Deputy Marshal Brown and a squad of po- 
lice, under Capt. Parker, left for the beach 
at Watkiki with orders to search the 
premises of Henry Bertelmann, a promi- 
nent Royalist, for arms and ammunition. 
Just previous to reaching the place the 
posse was joined by Charles L. Carter, 
Alfred Carter and J. B. Castle, who lived 
near by, all members of the Citizens’ 
Guard. On approaching the house the dep- 
uty marshal left the squad on the’ ‘lawn, 
while he entered the house and, finding 
Bertelmann and a strange white man 
there, proceeded to read his werrant. 
When about half through, shots were 
heard from the rear of the house. The 
officer said quickly: “What does that 
mean?

Taking the wounded men in also and first 
‘caring for them as well as possible, they 
searched the prisoners, placing Bertelmann 
also under arrest. The first one was 
“recognized as John Lane. He had a heavy 
révolver, a belt ef cartridges and a rifle; 
the second a pocket pistol and belt of car- 
‘tridges. The other was unarmed, but a 
short rifle was found behind the door 
which evidently belonged to him, as Holl 
says he was the man who shot him. There 
is no doubt that Carter’s three wounds 

came from Lane’s pstol, it having mye 
— 4 chambers. 

CAUGHT IN A TRAP. 7 

By this time the rebels regained their 
courage and surrounded the house, firing 
into it repeatedly. Leaving one man to 
guard the prisoners, the offigers returned 
the fire, but without effect, as their as- 
sailants could not be seen. Realizing that 
their case was desperate and that word 
must be got to town at all hazards, it 
was resolved that Brown and Parker 
should make a dash for their horses which 
were tied near the house. This was done 
with success and they were soon at the 
nearest telephone. Alfred Carter, who 
had been missing since the wounding of 
bis cousin, was supposed to be dead, but 
in reality had escaped with the same idea 
and for the purpose of getting a doctor 
for his cousin. He had already tele- 
phoned to the Marshal’s office, besides 
being fortunate in finding a doctor with 
whom he returned to the scene of the 
fight alone. In approaching the gate they 
were met with a volley. Dropping to the 
ground Carter returned three shots, but 
realizing the impossibility of getting into 
unhurt they both made their 
escape. 

About this time the natives were ad- 
vancing on the house to take it by storm 
when one of the officers told Bertelmann 
he would blow his brains out on the in- 
stant the first man inside the house was 
hurt. Bertelmann called to the natives 
outside to that effect and they at once 
withdrew and ceased firing. 
VOLUNTEERS FROM THE BARRACKS. 

Within two minutes after receiving the 
telephone account of the fight, a detail 
of thirty-two men from the regulars sta- 
tioned at the government building, was 
ordered out. The command was given 
to Lieut. King, the same who led the ex- 
pedition against the leper outlaw Koolau, 
some months since. Volunteers were 


barracks: stepped to the front. Within 
ten minutes the detail was on the way 
as fast as horses and wheels could carry 
them, the distance being about four miles. 
As soon as they appeared within shoot- 
ing distance of the scene of the action the 
natives fired a parting volley and fied. 
Alfred Carter and Dr. Wolters came up 
at this time and were quickly followed 
by cthers. Charles Carter received the 
medical attention he so much needed. It 
was found that he was shot in the breast 
twice and once in the leg. One of the 
breast-wounds ranging downward, en- 
tered the abdomen. He was taken to his 
residence near by, where he died early 
the next morning. Holi’s wound was 
through the breast but not necessarily 
fatal. He was sent to the hospital. 

Soon after Deputy Marshal Brown ar- 
rived and the premises were thoroughly 
searched. The Japanese servant denied 
that there were arms, but a six-shooter 
at his ear induced him to bring to light 
several rifies and pistols. Lieut. King 
sent the prisoners to town and asked for 
further orders. He was told to hold the 
place at all odds, as it was evidently a 
distributing point for arms.

A BILL INTRODUCED BY SENA- 
TOR WHITE. 


Selection of Lands in Lieu of Mineral 
or Reservation Lands Provided 


for—Appointment of Deputy 
Surveyors Authorized. 


patch.) Senator White today introduced 
a bill as a substitute for one introduced 
by Senator Perkins in March last to fa- 
cilitate the quieting of adverse titles to 
lands which are mineral or within public 
reservations. 

It provides that when public lands, sur- 
veyed or unsurveyed, have been granted 


other purposes, and are afterward found 
to be mineral lands, or when exterior 
boundaries of military forts, Indian or 
other reservations, the State or. Territory 
whose land is so situated shall have the 
right to select other lands, acre for acre, 
in lieu thereof. The selection of such leu 
lands by the authorized agent of the State 
or Territory shall be accepted as a waiver 
of its right and title to lands which: are 
mineral or within such reservations. 
Senator White also introduced a bill 
authorizing surveyors-general to appeint 
deputies to survey public lands and to have 
surveys made on petitions of settlers who 
may have arranged 1 pay the 3 
of the same.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—The Judiciary 
Committee of the House held a long ses- 
sion today, over the Ricks case. Represen- 
tative Bailey of Texas presented the major- 
ity report, drawn by himself, and Represen- 
tative Broderick the minority report. The 
friends of Ricks are endeavoring to reverse 
the decision of the previous meeting, but, 
after three hours, there was no sign of 
conclusion. The Bailey report says, con- 
cerning the charge that Judge Ricks de- 
trauded the government of fees: 
“Conceding all that Judge Ricks claims, 
and waiving the moral question of solicit- 
ing from solvent parties for himself and 


| leaving the insolvent for the government, 
he does not escape the charge of dgfraud- 


ing the United States. The purpose and 
only possible purpose in picking out these 
cases and anticipating their fees was to in- 
crease his personal compensation, and in 
doing that he was not only violating the. 
law, but practicing deliberate fraud, as 
could be easily seen by a simple calcula- 
tion.“ 

Finally the committee decided, by a vote 
of 7 to 5, to reopen the case by extending 
an invitation. to Judge Ricks to appear be- 
fore them, if he so desired, with his wit- 
nesses, and gave a like invitation to the 
other side.

rogation be opposed by Japan. 

AGAINST SECTARIAN INDIAN SCHOOLS 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—Representa- 
tive Linton, who has been prominently 
connected with the contest against secta- 
rian Indian schools, today presented a res- 
olution for an amendment to the Consti- 
tution in the following terms: | 

Neither Congress nor any State shal 
pass any law respecting an establishment 
of religion, or prohibiting the free exercise 
thereof, or use the property or credit of 
the United States, or any money raised by 
taxation, or authorize either to be used 
for the purpose of founding, maintaining 
or aiding by appropriation, payment for 
services, expenses or otherwise, any 
church, religious denomination or religi- 
ous society, or any institution, society or 
undertaking, which is wholly or in part 
under sectarian or ecclesiastical control.“

FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 
SECOND SESSION.

WASHINGTON, Jan, 18.—SENATE.— 
The Senate today passed the Army Appro- 
priation Bill, carrying $22,000,000, and the 
bill, which in effect advances Maj.-Gen. 
Schofield, in command of the army, to the 
rank of lieutenant-general, held by Gens. 
Sherman and Sheridan. Aside from this 
the day was given to debate on the Nica- 
ragua Canal Bill. 

Mr. Morgan, in charge of the measure, 
sought to fix a time for bringing the 
question to a vote, but without success, 
and the tedious discussion goes on with 
little prospect of a speedy vote.

At 1:40 p.m. the consideration of the 
Indian bill was resumed. Mr. Pickler 
charged that it was unfair to proceed with 
the consideration of this bill today, as 
many members interested had left the 
House believing that the remainder of 
the day would be used by the District 
Committee.

They met 
with no resistance until they reached 
Palolo Valley, over the ridge of which a 
stone wall extends, behind which a large 
body of insurgents with a small howitzer 
was established. The first intimation 
Murray’s force had of an enemy was a 
shower of bullets and shrapnel, which did 
no harm. Had the natives waited a little 
longer Murray’s troops could have been 


j annihiliated. They retreated a short dis- 


tance, established and fortified a camp, and 
established telephone communication with 
‘Lieut. King, the object being to prevent 
any possible retreat. 

This fight occurred on the side of a 
mountain, ‘whose serrated sides form al- 
most inaccessible valleys of little width. 
It was the object of the government troops 
to drive the rebels around the base of the 
mountain, from which there is no escape 
except over the famous Pali road, which 
ten or twenty men could, hold against a 
small army. 

THE NEWS IN HONOLULU. 

As soon as it was known in Honolulu 
on Sunday afternoon that there was or- 
ganized resistance to the government, no 
time was lost in communicating the fact 
to dts supporters, both by telephone and 
messengers. No general alarm was given, 
it not being deemed necessary. In re- 
sponse, the four companies of militia 
donned their uniforms and repaired to 
their armories, the members of the Citi- 
zens’ Guard reporting at their respective 
rendezvous, and yet so quietly was every- 
thing dore that many in the city were 
unaware that anything had happened out 
of the usual Sunday quiet. Between 8 and 
9 p.m., however, the appearance of squads 
of the Citizens’ Guard at every street 
corner told the tale. People were quietly 
warned to go home and stay there. 
Every important avenue was guarded by 
squads numbering from twenty to forty 
men of these bodies, leaving the entire 
police and military force at the disposal 
of the government. Cabinet and army of- 
ficers made their headquarters at the Mar- 
shal’s office during the night, but nothing 
occurred to warrant particular alarm. 

In the morning the news from the front 
decided the government to take immediate 
and stringent measures for its protection. 
At 9:30 o’clock martial law was proclaimed, 
and all saloons and liquor stores closed. 
The news of the death of Carter, who was 
a popular young lawyer and .was recently 
elected a member of the. Legislature, in- 
tengified the general feeling, and it would 
have gone hard with his assassins had they 


Monday all the stores wera closed, and 
there were few people on the streets. The 
street cars and "busses were stopped and 
the only excitement was at the Marshal’s 
office, where arms were being distributed, 
etc. The announcement that the writ of 
habeas corpus was suspended was quickly 
followed by one requiring all persons not 
engaged in the military or police forces to 
| deliver all arms or ammunition in their 
possession to the Marshal within twenty- 
four hours. 


NATIVES BEATEN BACK AND SUR- 
RENDER. 

After conferring with Capt. Mantes at 
noon on Monday, Capt. Ziegler and a com- 
pany of regulars were dispatched to his 
aid, taking with them an Austrian field 
piece. The ten-pound shells from this gun 
scattered the natives in every direction, 
but did not seem to hurt any of them. At 
2 p.m., the troops advanced and forced the 
rebels into the brush, Lieut. Ludwig and 
den men being detailed for a flank move- 
ment. As soon as Ludwig got into position 
the natives were beaten and scattered into 
the dense brush, followed by the troops. 
It is certain that many of them were 
wounded here, as blood, shreds of clothing, 
etc., were seen everywhere. The only man 
wounded on the government side was Lud- 
wig, who received a flesh wound in the 
thigh. 

Here the first prisoners were taken, 
seyen in number, and from them it was 
learned that the leaders of the rebels were 
Sam Nowlein, formerly colonel. of the 
Queen's Household Guards, and Robert 
Wilcox, who was the leader of the revolu- 
tion in 1877, the other prominent ones be- 
ing half-whites, formerly in the service of 
the Queen. After the first surrender, the 
natives came dropping into the government 
camp in bunches until there were soon 
more prisoners than troops. The prisoners 
claimed that they had 600 rifles, but only 
500 men were armed. At 6 p.m. the gov- 
ernment forces camped for the night, pur- 
suit being impossible in the dense brush. 

TAKEN IN THE REAR. 

While this was going on the tug Eleu 
with a field piece and a detail of the 
Sharpshooters’ Company, left Honolulu 
and, in half an hour, was in a position to 
shell from the rear the natives whose 
camp fronted Lieut. King’s command? A 
few well-directed shots scattered them 
like sheep, one shot falling directly into 
the native camp. It is known that five 
men were killed here and a large number 
wounded. The natives were pursued by 
Lieut. Coyne’s company as far as the 
nature of the ground allowed. A shot 
from his field piece scattered a crowd 
of them who appeared on the edge of the 
crater and four dead bodies were the re- 
sult. Thirty-six rifles, two 100-pound 
boxes of cartridges and two dynamite 
bombs were found in an improvised fort, 
also a lot of clothing, including a United 
States navy dress coat. Squads of troops 
scoured the summit of Diamond Head, 
but no natives were found. Two cases 
of gin were found and brought to head- 
quarters. After being examined by Dr. 
‘Cooper, the army surgeon, the stuff was 
pronounced poison and destroyed. 

From statements of the natives cap- 
tured during tne day it was ascertained 
that the captain of the little steamer Waj- 
manalo was responsible for the landing 
of the arms with which the natives were 
supplied. The entire crew were arrested. 
The mate conféssed and when confronted 
with his testimony the captain also ac- 
knowledged his guilt. The government 
claims to have evidence of the whole 
transaction from the original purchase 
unti] their final disposition. 

A RABID SHEET KNOCKED OUT. 

During the day a large number of 
promiuent Royalists were arrested, in- 
cluding the editor of the Holomua, which 
paper has supended, the business mana- 
ger being since arrested. Some excite- 
ment was occasioned during the after- 
roon by the appearance of two strange 
barks and two small schooners off port. 
The stcamer Claudine and tug Eleu, with 
fifty men and two cannon, went after

W. A. Kinney, a prominent lawyer, with 


his party, including four ladies and two

MAUI AND HAWAII QUIET. 

The steamer Ke Au Hou, which was 
sent to the islands of Maui and Hawaii to 
ascertain the condition of affairs there, 
has returned with the news that every- 
thing was quiet. The inhabitants knew 
nothing of the revolution, and were not 
even informed of it by those on the 
steamer. But one trusted agent of the 
government, Hon. H. P. Baldwin, went 
ashore on either isfind. 

A SPY IN THE REBEL CAMP. 
A government spy, who had been sent to 


the rebel camp, returned on Tuesday at. 


10 p.m., stating that he had succeeded in 
reaching the camp and gaining the confi- 
dence of the natives. There were about 
one hundred and fifty, under the command 
of Robert Wilcox, who claimed to have 
1000 men, with plenty of arms, provisions, 
etc. Sam Nowlein, with seventy-five more 
men, was said to be a short distance away. 
The rebel programme was to march to 
Punch Bowl and capture the powder mag- 
azine located there. The spy’s story 
caused two companies of volunteers to oc- 
cupy Punch Bowl before midnight. One 
field piece was taken along. 
FIGHTING IN MANOA VALLEY. 


At noon on Wednesday there were 163 
prisoners in jail, about one hundred being 
prisoners of war. During the afternoon 
heavy firing, was heard from Manoa Val- 
ley. At 4 p.m. a company of sharpshoot- 
ers and another of the Citizens’ Guard 
drove the rebels from the ridge down-

At 8 o’clock p.m. a courier 
brought word that one rebel had been 
killed, one mortally wounded and six cap- 
tured. At midnight another rebel was 
killed. 

Carl Widemann, son of Liliuokalani’s 
latest envoy to the United States, has 
been missing since last Thursday, and is 
believed to be among the killed. No cas- 
ualities are reported on the government 


side. 
WILCOX’S LAST STAND. 
Two prisoners the seat of war 
were sent in y . 


One is a 
white carpenter, named Poole, who 
he left the Wilcox party the night be- 


fore. When captured he had a Winchester 


rifle and 100 rounds of cartridges. None 
of the Wilcox pariy had had anything to 
eat since Monday, except guavas and a 
bulicck they had killed. Poole said that 
Wilcox had thirty men yet. The rest 
of his party were either wounded, dead, 
deserted or taken prisoners. Another cap- 
ture was Arthur Fitzgerald. Straggling 


prisoners were brought in during the 
afternoon, ami at this time it looks as 


though, with the exception of Icox and 
his band of thirty, his cont: of reb- 
els have been wiped out. A cavalry com- 
pany is being organized. 

The city is quiet, and both banks and 
many of the stores have resumed business. 
A few arrests have been made in town 
on suspicion.

Jam. 11, 1 o’chock p.m.—The steamship 
Alameda arrived from the colonies at 
6 o’clock a.m. No one is allowed to go on 
board on any pretext. She is to sail at 
3 oc’clock p.m.

CHARLIE CARTER. 


SEATTLE (Wash.,) Jan. 18.—Charles L. 
Carter was about 30 years old, and was 
the eldest eon of the late H. A. P. Carter, 
ex-Hawaiian Minister to the United States. 
He was born in Honolulu, and finished 
his education at the Ann Arbor (Mich.) 
Law School. He was married at Ann Ar- 
bor, after his graduation, and returned to 
the islands. He took a leading part in 
the overthrow of Queen Liliuokalani, and 
incurred the bitter hostility of Wilcox 
and other Royalists. He was one of the 
commissioners sent to Washington by the 
provisional government, early in 1893. He 
made a brief yisit to Seattle and Puget 
Sound, ix weeks ago, on business con- 
nected with his father’s estate. He was 
a member of the new Legislature. 

Carter was a very handsome man, an 
athlete, a giant in stature and brave as 
a lion. He leaves a widow and three chil- 
dren. His brother, George R. Carter, is 
Hawziian Consul at Seattle, and he 
a sister here. Carter was strongly in 
faver of hanging Wilcox ari other Royal- 


ist plotters, and his relatives think that 


he was specially selected as a victim by 
these plotters.

CALL. FOR TROOPS. 


THE BROOKLYN 


DISTURBED. 


They Find no Hope of 3 a 
Settlement of the Trouble 
Lawlessness More or Less 

Apparent. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service, 

BROOKLYN, Jan. 18.—The Brooklyn 
Heights and Atlantic avenue railroad com- 
panies are gradually increasing the num- 
ber of cars in operation, and the strikers 
are becoming correspondingly bitter. The 
leaders are advocating peace, but there are 
a large number of wild spirits who want to 
see trouble. 

Lawless demonstrations were frequent 
in the early hours. As a Court-street car 
was passing First Place a group of strik- 
ers stopped it, and so terrorized the motor- 
man that he deserted his car and took 
to his heels. When the second car started 
out there was some excitement, caused 
by the firing of two shots by some- 
body in a crowd that surrounded the car, 
and drove the motorman from the plat- 
form. The police chased the crowd away. 

A Halsey-street car was attacked by a 
mob of seventy-five strikers. The motor- 
man and conductor were dragged off the 
car and beaten. A passenger named Spink 
was knocked down and seriously injured 
by the strikers for denouncing them. 
The mob was finally dispersed by 
the police. As a car of the Put- 
nam-avenue line was passing Saratoga 
avenue it was fired upon by a party of 
men, said to be sympathizers with the 
strikers, but nobody was hurt. 

Mayor Schieren made a requisition this 
evening upon Brig.-Gen. James McCleer 
for 800 of the Brooklyn militiamen to be 
in readiness tomorrow, as the police from 
the beginning have been found inadequate 
to cope with the difficulty. The purpose 


of the authorities is to have militiamen 


stationed at the depots, while the police 
force is to protect the cars. The entire 
Second Brigade, which consists of all the 
companies in the city of Brooklyn, have 
been ordered under arms. 

It is reported that 2000 men will be 
ready for duty by 4. o’clock Saturday 
morning. The majority of the men are 


rapidly gathering at the armories, and will | 


probably be started out at 5 0 ’clock. 
SEVERAL CONFLICTS.

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REBELLION IN HAWAII. 


Tunis morning’s dispatches give the 
details of an uprising of the Royalist 
faction against the existing govern- 
‘ment in the Hawaiian Islands, which 
occurred in the early part of the pres- | 
ent month. Although planned, evi- 
dently, with considerable cunning, the 
rebellion was of short duration.. The 
prompt action of the government} 
forces quickly routed the insurgents, 
of whom over one hundred ‘were taken 
prisoners and several killed. The loss 
on the government’s side was but one 
man killed—Charles IL. Carter—and 
a few wounded. 
Robert Wilcox, the leader of the up- 
rising, had not been captured up to 
the time when the steamer Alameda. 


which brought the news, sailed from 


Honolulu. There is not much doubt, 
however, that he has been captured 
ere this, with other of the leading 
conspirators, as the government forces 
are in no mood for trifling. 

It is probably well for Hawaii that 
the insurrection has come at this time, 
and has met with so prompt suppres- 
sion. The government will be stronger 
because of the test of its strength. It 
is not unlikely that this affair will 
preclude any further uprising against 
the government. Its leaders will 
speedily be brought to account, and 
doubtless some of them will lose their 
lives, for treason is odious in the little 
island republic, and the present is no 
time for temporizing or sentimental- 
ism. 

The death of Charles L. Carter is 
© severe loss to the republic. He was 
a young lawyer of much promise, and 
served with marked ability as one of 
the annexation commissioners sent to 
Washington during the latter part of 

President Harrison's administration. 
The feeling aroused by his death will 
necessarily be intense, and will not 
tend to make the punishment of the 
revolutionists any lighter. 3

At Christmas time each year children 
write letters to Santa Claus and mail them,

is given the missive is dispatched in the 
mails, the rules of the international postal 
union not requiring prepayment.

If it 
contains a petition from some poor child 
for a small gift the employees of the office 
will occasionally play Santa Claus, making 
up a purse to buy the articles requested. 

Comparatively few of the foreign let-

„ because it is not allowable to open 
them. If one ot them is open when re- 
ceived it is sealed with a special stamp, 
which looks somewhat like an ord 
postage stamp, bearing the words, ‘‘Post- 
office department—officially sealed.“ The 
first stamp of this kind that was issued 
had the words “post obitum” on it, mean- 
ing “after death.” A specimen is worth 
today $10. The sealing stamps are hard to 
get and are in demand by collectors. 

The letters from abroad which ‘have 
failed of delivery on account of badly- 
written addresses are handled by experts, 
who exhibit wonderful skill in deciphering 
them. Miss Clara Richter, in charge of the 
foreign division, is a famous hand at such 
work. The spelling on some of the envel- 
opes is amazing. For example, Susan- 
meri’ is intended for Sault Ste. Marie.

All printed matter received at the dead 
letter office from Canada, Great Britain, 
Germany, Switzerland, South American 
countries and Australasia is destroyed in 
accordance with a special agreement. 
Most of the stuff consists of newspapers 
and trade circulars. The countries men- 


-tioned do the same with similar matter 


that reaches them from the United 
States. But France, Italy, Russia, Spain, 
Portugal, Norway, Sweden, Denmark and 
Belgium want every bit of their printed 
matter back, and it is returned to them. 
During the last fiscal year 59,935 parcels 
and printed publications and circulars | 
were returned. ‘ 

Take Russia for instance. All un- 
claimed matter from that country is sent 
back to the Russian postoffice department 
at St. Petersburg every week, including 
printed stuff. The material is done up in 
bags. If there is reason to believe that a 
single parcel or letter holds anything of 
value the bag containing it is registered. 
Many of the letters returned to Russia 
come to Washington from the postofiice at 
Boston, in which city there is a large Rus- 
sian colony. Returns“ for Newfoundlanc 
and smaller dependencies in various parts 
‘of the world are in big envelopes, 
the bulk of matter sent being small. 

In the same way we get our dead mat- 
ter back from foreign countries—weekly

On 
the other hand, people in the United States 
send to Europe snakes, toads, tarantulas, 
centipedes and gigantic beetles, presum- 
ably to illustrate the peculiarities of the 
fauna of this country. A relic carefully 
preserved by Miss Richter is a large square 
piece of yellow silk that came wrap 
in a newspaper all the way from the jand 
of magic, Egypt. When it is exposed to 
the light, spots of blue begin to appear 
upon it, and after a few moments become 
very vivid in hue. 

Stamp collecting fiends bother the for- 
eign division of the postoffice department. 
dreadfully. The average person afflicted 
with that mania thinks that it is the place 
where he can get all he wants. Ina recent 
letter one such individual writes: ‘Will 
you not assist me in getting a collection 
of stamps? You must have thousands of 
old letters which will never be delivered, 
and no harm would come from the removal 
of the stamps.“ Miss Richter’s invariable 
reply to such requests is made by referring 
to the law which makes the removal of 
stamps from letters subject to a fine of 
$300, with or without imprisonment. Small 
boys are especially persistent. They come 
in ard insist upon going through the waste 
basket.

People often write to the dead letter of- 
fice_to ask about letters months or even 
years old, which were written from abroad 


‘and failed to reach them in this country. 
They imagine that the postoffice depart- | 


ment must have them on file somewhere. 
Of course all such pieces of mail are sent 
back almost immediately: to the countries 
of their origin. If it is doubtful whether 
they have yet gone, searches for them are 
made, and this is very difficult work.

TREES AND LUMBER. 
Pertinent Facts About the Great 
Forests of California. 3 
GAN DIEGO; Jam. 18.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) As stated in the New Year's 
edition of The Times, San Diego imported 
18,000,000 feet of lumber. Most of this 
lumber came from one of the most re- 
nowned timber belts of the world, stand- 
ing in Humboldt and Mendocino counties 
of this State. It comprises 4125 square 
miles, containing 132,000,000,000 feet of 
entists 1 the age of some 6f 


to be nearly three thousend 
years. Some of the fallen trees have re- 
meined where they fell for 800 years, #) 
it is estimated, without deterioration of 
the wood. Wastern tourists én California 
know but little of these redwoods (sequoia 
sempervirens.) Few see the mammoth red- 
woods of Calaveras ( antea,) and 
go home and tell their Bastern friends 
about this disappesring tribe ‘of giants. 
The lumber redwoods of Humboldt are 
less talked about, yet some of these 
trees will yield over one hundred thou- 
tand feet of boards, and are sufficient to 
load a freight train with logs. Felling 
these trees, which are one bundred and 
fifty to two hundred and fifty feet high, 
ig a fine art, acquired only by the most 
t judgment as to the “lean” o 
the tree and other pecullarities.

Councilmen and Supervisors Confer

At the City Hall yesterday, the Roard 
of Public Works met and recommended, 
among other things, the advertising for 
sale the franchise for an oil pipe line, as 
petitioned for by the Pacific Oil Refining 
Company. In the afternoon a conference 
was held between members of the Councli 
and the Board of Supervisors relative to 
storm water disposed south of the city.

OID PIPE-LINE FRANCHISE—A SIDE- 
WALK POLICY. 

The matter of the petition of the Pacific 
Oil Refining Company for a franchise for 
piping ofl over certain routes running 
from the oll-well region to the Southern | 
California Railway tracks, and also along 
Seventh street to the river, was the first 
thing taken up by the Board of Public 
Works at yesterday’s meeting. 

A. P. Maginnis appeared in behalf of the 
petitioner, and stated the form of fran- 
chise proposed to be advertised as re- 
quired by law, had, upon request, been 
drawn by the City Attorney, so there 
would be no need of having it drawn 
over again. 

There was little discussion over the 
question beyond a number of explanations 
of the provisions of the franchise, and the 
doard decided to recommend to the Coun- 
cil that it be advertised as petitioned for. 
The franchise provides that work must be 
begun within ten days and completed 
within six months. The pipe used is re- 
quired to be air tight and capable of re- 
sisting an internal pressure of 300 pounds 
per square inch. 

Among other matters before the board 
was a question, the decision of which will 
be likely to establish a precedent govern- 
ing future actions in similar cases under 
the present administration. 

The question was a motion by one of 
the Councilmen, as referred to the board, 
that the City Engineer be directed to pre- 
sent an ordinance of intention for the lay- 
ing of a sidewalk on a certain block for 
which sidewalk there had not been pre- 
sented a petition. 

It was explained that the policy of the 
former Council was to force the construc- 
tion of sewers but not of sidewalks or 

_ grading work. It was finally decided to 
make a recommendation which would not 
commit the Council to a policy of forcing 
the construction of sidewalks. 

Night Watchman Recommended. 
CITY HALL CUSTODIAN REPORTS TO 

COUNCII. 

; City Clerk Luckenbach, who was re- 
cently elected custodian of the City Hall, 
has addressed a communication to the City 
Council, in which he says: 

i , “As at present arranged the city has 
ne three janitors on duty in the City Hall 
during the day, leaving the building in 
charge of the engineers from about 6:30 
a.m. to 9:30 p.m., when the lights are put 
out and the doors locked by the engineers. 
From 9:30 p.m. until next morning the 
building is without a watchman, and after 
6:30 p.m., persons can roam through the 
building at large. 

“It appears to me that it would be far 
better if the arrangement was changed so 
as to have two janitors on duty during 
the day, say from 6 a.m. until they com- 
plete the sweeping and dusting of the of- 
fices in the evening; one to have charge of 
all offices on the first, and the other all 
offices on the second floor, and have the 
third janitor serve from 6 p.m. until 6 
a.m., and act as watchman and have 
charge of the corridors and front steps of 
the building. 

From 6 p.m. until 9:30 p.m., when the 
library is closed, he could devote the time 
to sweeping the corridors and steps, dust- 
ing walls and woodwork, and after the 
building is locked, could wash down the

_ OPINION BY JUDGE SHAW. 

Judge Ghaw yesterday rendered his de- 
cision in the case of J. M. Raleigh vs. 
— King, which was recently submitted to 
him upon demurrer, ordering that the de- 
murrer be sustained for the reasons set 
forth in the following brief opinion: 
his is an action by the plaintiff against 
the defendant to compel the defendant to 
execute to plaintiff an agreement for the 
sale of certain land. In other words, it is 
an action to enforce the of 
an agreement to make an agreement. The 
agreement which is sought to be enforced 
contains a complete statement of all the 
terms of the agreement which it is sought 
to have the defendant execute. If it did 
not contain a statement of all the terms 
of the contract its performance would not 
be enforced: It is well settled that, if 
any of the terms of the contract remain 
to be settled by further negotiation be- 
tween the parties the incomplete contract 
or be enforced. (Fry on Spec. Pert'ce. 

This agreement, as stated, does con- 
tain all the terms of the contract, and also 
provides that the vendor will subsequently 
make another agreement to the same ef- 
fect, which t stems was intended to be 
formal in phraseology. The complaint 
alleges that he refused to execute this 
promised agreement and asks that he be 
compelled to do 680. : 
“The rule governing the action of a 
court of equity in cases for specific per- 
formance is that there must be some mov- 
ing cause for its interference; that the 
plalntiff must be in danger of loss or 
harm unless the court shall prevent it by 
compelling the defendant to perform the 
act, which will remove the danger. In 
this case the preliminary agreement which 
is set forth in the complaint appears on 
its face to be a complete and perfect 
agreement for the sale of the land, and 
the allegations of the complaint show that 
it was executed in such a manner as to be 
binding on the defendant as well as the 
plaintiff. The plaintiff therefore has a 
valid contract for the purchase of the 
land in question. The time for its full 
performance has not yet arrived. 

“If the court should grant his prayer 
and compel the defendant to make an- 
other contract for the sale of the same 
land to the plaintiff on the same terms 
it is not perceived that the plaintiff would 
be in any better condition than he is now. 
He would have two agreements to the 
same effect, but he could neither receive 
nor compel more than one performance. 
The agreement he has entitles him to the 
Same rights as the one he seeks to have. 
A decree of this court requiring the execu- 
tion of the agreement asked for would be 
a useless exercise of the powers of the 
court. 

_ “The maxim, The law neither does, nor 
requires, idle acts,’ (C. C. 3532,) is ap- 
Plicable to this case. n 

“The complaint fails to state a case 
which justifies tffe action of the court, and 
the demurrer is therefore sustained.“

which injuries resulted in his death June 
7. He was injured in the head, left shoul- 
der, left side and abdomen. He never left 
his bed from the time he was injured un- 
til he died, and-was not able to take a bite 
of solid food and very little nourishment of 
any kind. He suffered intense agony dur- 
ing the entire time of his fatal sickness. 
He was attended by his family physician 
from two to three times every day until he 
died. His family, neighbors and friends, 
who nursed and visited him during this 
last illness, numbering at least twenty per- 
sons, know of his injuries, suffering and 
death. His family physician held a post- 
mortem examination, which proved conclu- 
sively that he died of peritonitis and peri- 
carditis, the direct result of his injuries. 
Mr. Mead realized that he was fatally in- 
jured, and made a dying declaration as to 
the cause and par‘iculars of the injury, 
which was eubscribed and sworn to before 


26, four days after he was hurt, and at 
that time none of his family or friends 
who saw him believed he would live twen- 
ty-four hours. At the time of his injury 
he was 39 years of age, in the very prime 
of manhood and in perfect health. 

At the date of his death Mr. Mead was 
carrying $5000 in the Interstate Casualty 
Company of New Ycrk, an accident com- 
pany, as follows: Twenty-five hundred dol- 
lars payable to his wife, Mary N. Mead, 
and $2500 to his mother, Caroline Mead, 
the premiums on both of which were paid 
in advance. 

This company, a little one-horse concern 
in New York city, which was only incor- 
porated in 1893 with a supposed capital of 


this State, they not having complied with 
any of the laws provided for the safety of 
the policy-holders, were notified of Mr. 
Mead’s injury the next day after it oc- 
curred, and informed fully aa to the cause 
‘and nature thereof, and after his death due 
notice was given them. For weeks they 
refused to furnish blanks for making of 
proof and delayed and embarrassed the 
policy-holders in every possible way, and 
finally refused payment after proofs were 
full and complete. Their policies contained 
certain cut-throat proVisions by which they 
evidently expected to defeat the claim, 
among which were the provisions (1) That 
proofs must be completed and filed in the 
home office in New York within sixty days 
after injury or death. (2) That noclaim 
would be paid for ninety days after ‘proofs 
were filed. (8) That no suit could be com- 
menced after six months. Thus leaving only 
thirty days in which to commence suit; 
this time expired December 6, 1894, and 
because they had no office nor agent in the 
State of California on which to secure 
service, we were compelied to go to New 
York city to bring suit as they dare not 
appear here for they would be liable for 
thousands of dollars penalties for. violation 
of our insurance laws, I left Los Angeles 
for New York city November 14; employed

_ indifference and dielnterestedness on the 
part of the average American citizen, in 
matters of a nautica] or warlike character, 
combined with a disinclination to be sub- 
ject to any discipline or restraint which 
might have a tendency to detract in the 
slightest sense from his perfect freedom 
independence. 
5 It is an unquestionable fact that the 
American people are characterized by their 
extremely peaceable and fiberty-loving 
- disposition, but an infinitely greater con- 
viction, in my judgment, is the knowledge 
that deeply hidden within the breast of 
every true American citizen, are the in- 
extinguishable fires of inherited patriot- 
ism, ever guarding the engrafted seeds of 
heroism and valor, which, in the hour of 
our nation’s peril, would burst forth, the 
one to develop ipto an irresistible force— 
the other into a wreath of victory. 

Moreover, it cannot be admitted, from

a practical test of thé naval resefve prob-

The young men 
who constitute the membership frepre- 
sent, as a rule, the most creditable mer- 
cautile and professional pursuits, their in- 
telligence and enthusiasm combiming to 
make a material of surpassing excellence, 
and with the encouragement of official rec- 


ognition by the government would inspire, 


there is no estimating the.success that 
might be attained. 
The superior attractions of a national 
Naval Reserve, as compared with other 
organizations. of a military character, 
would be quickly recognized and appreci- 
ated, the various drills affording an agree- 
able relief and diversion from the usual 
monotony characteristic in military man- 
euvers. 

The Naval Reserve stands on a higher 
plane and has a broader purpose than the 
land militia; as an illustration, a man who 
is rated as a good infantry or artillery of- 


ficer, would compare very unfavorably with 


a competent naval officer, for the reason 
that, in addition to the necessary qualifica- 
tions of the former, the latter must pos- 
sess the accomplishments and propensities 
which characterize the expert sailor and 
navigator. 

It is to be earnestly hoped that a reor- 
ganization of the naval militia will speed- 
ily be effected, but whether or not this is 


accomplished, a number of important re-. 


forms and improvements in certain details 
should at least be considered. . 
Under the present system, in the elec- 
tion of officers by company ballot, a candi- 
date’s social standing is frequently of more 
consequence with the electors than his 
familiarity with the duties of the office to 
which he aspires, making his eligibility to 
a commission depend chiefly upon the 
amount of his influence and popularity. 
While it is essential that a high social 
standard should be preserved in the per- 
sonnel of the reserve, a qualification of 
vastly greater importance should be an of- 
ficer’s efficiency in the performance of his 
various duties. To this end, I believe that 


a new system of promotion, correspond- 
ing to that of the regular navy, 
should be adopted, requiring all 


applicants for a commission to pass a 
competitive examination and providing for 
a subsequent advancement by numbers to 
higher rank. 

With a view to facilitate the acquirement 
of a requisite degree of nautical and mili- 
tary knowledge, a special course of study 
should be prescribed, and competent of- 
ficers detailed to act as instructors. In ad- 
dition to being well informed in the vari- 
ous branches of ordnance and efficient in 
infantry tactics and field maneuvers, every 
reserve officer should possess at least a 
theoretical knowledge of seamanship and 
navigation, embracing a practical familiar- 
ity with all nautical instruments; otherwise, 
if ordered into actual service, a lack of 
knowledge in these important branches 


would render him incapable of acting in |. 


the capacity of his rank. 

The construction of modern practice ves- 
sels for the naval militia, provided for in 
a bill recently passed by Congress to that 
effect, would constitute the crowning fea- 
ture of a national organization and supply 
the present absence of proper facilities for

The strawberry should be planted some 
time between the months of April and 
March. If set in the earlier months, care 
must be first taken that you have strong 
and vigorous roots, and, second, that you 
use plenty of water, the more the beter, 
unless it harders the ground. The water 
supply must be kept up until the roots 
have taken a good hold in the soil. If

Tribolet, the Bakersfield Victim—The

SANTA MONICA, Jan. 18.—(Special 
Correspondence.)

RESULT OF THE LANGWORTHY 
COURT-MARTIAL. 


The Case Against the Lieutenant 
Knocked Out on a Demurrer— 
The Farmers’ In- 
 gtitute. 


RIVERSIDE, Jan. 18.—(Special, Corre- 
spondence.) The Langworthy court-martial 
at the armory of Co. C this forenoon drew 
a large crowd of interested listeners. There 
were present about all the members of 
the company, who could attend, and a large 
number of citizens. The detail for the 
court martial was: Maj. J. A. Driffell, in- 
spector First Brigade, N.G.C.; Capt. Wil- 
liam A. Ball, Co. E, Ninth Infantry; Capt. 
Parke S. Roper, Co. F.; First Lieutenant 
H. L. Twining, Co. E.; First Lieutenant 
S. H. Finley, Co. F; First Lieutenant H. E. 
Higbey, Co. G; Second Lieutenant O. P. 
Sloat, Co. E; First Lieutenant B. Morse, 
battalion adjutant, and Maj. G. Wiley 
Wells, First Brigade judge advocate, all of 
whom were present except Lieut. Higbey. 

Lieut. Langworthy was represented. by 
Lieut.-Col. John R. Berry of the Ninth 
Regiment, and H. C. Hibbard of Riverside, 
us counsel. Lieut. Morse was excuzed from 
the court martial, the defendant’s attor- 
neys having objected to him acting use 
of prejudice, in that he had at three differ- 
ent times been engaged in a contest for 
the same office in the compahy, in two of 
which instances. Langworthy was success- 
ful, and in that Lieut. Morse was related 
to Capt. Keith, the complaining witness, by 
marriage. Lieut. Morse expressed himself 
as glad to be relieved from the embarrass- 
ing position of serving on the court martial 
because of the circumstances. There being 
no further objections by the defendants to 
members of the court martial, the trial pro- 
ceeded. 

The charges were, first, “Conduct unbe- 
coming an officer and a gentleman in viola- 
tion of the 6ist article of war, in that he 
said ‘The captain e a promise to resign 
in six months at the (dime of the last elec- 
tion; every one knew it; now he hasn’t 
kept his word like a gentleman, and he 
should be made to do it. The captain has 
a good many faults, some of them you 
know, and some of them you don’t, but I 
do. I did not come here, however, to ex- 
pose the captain, but to talk for the good 
of the company. The captain has made 
this promise; I have reminded him of it, 
and now you should tell him that you wish 
him to keep it.“ 

Second: Conduct prejudicial to good or- 
der. and military discipline, and in viola- 
tion of the 62d article of war, in that Lieut. 
Langworthy said during the late strike, 
and while the company was expecting to 
be called out, ‘I haven’t lost any strikers, 
and I don't propose to take any part in this 
matter until I see who comes out on top.” 
All this to the detriment and disgrace of 
the National Guard of Galifornia.” 

Counsel Berry for Langworthy filed a 
general demurrer to the charges and 
specifications upon the ground that they 
do not state facts sufficient to constitute 
an offense, and made an able argument in 
support of the demurrer. The demurrer 
and argument covered sixteen closely type- 
written pages. So forcible were the argu- 
ments of Col. Berry that the demurrer was 
at once sustained. This settles the contro- 
versy for the present. The complaining 
witness will have ah opportunity to amend 
the charges, but it is not thought it will 
ever come up again. “ .

DESCENT LAMPS. 


THE FIELD OF ELECTRICITY. 
INOAN- 


A Lofty Telegraph Line—Electrical 
Production of Indigo—The Con- 


.. ditions of Electrical 
Killing. 
NEW YORK, Jan. 6.— (Special Corre- 


spondence.) It is a well-established axiom 
in manufacture that the greater the variety 
ot product the greater does the expense 
become, and few factories can make much 
profit in which several articles are turned 
out in small quantities. When one comes 
to consider the art of incandescent lamp- 
making, the endless and needless variety 
found to exist is nothing short of start- 
ling. As the little bulb glows serenely, 
it does not betray much difference from its 
fellows; and yet it may be, and often is, 
unlike in a half dozen particulars. One of 
these is the base that screws into the 
socket on the electrolier. At one time 
every new lamp company had its own 
socket and base, to prevent the use of the 
other fellows’ lamps; and even today, 
after ten years of practice tending to uni- 
fermity, there are at least a dozen varie- 
ties in the American market. Then comes 
differencés in the voltage, ranging say 
from fifty to sixty volts pressure up to 
about one hundred and twenty. A large 
part of this range is caused by the fact 
that dynamo tcnders do not smoothly reg- 
ulate the output of their machines, and 
hence the current would break the fine 
filaments if plenty of margin of safety 
were not given, according to whether the 
lamp is near the dynamo, where the po- 
tential is high, or far away, where it is 
low, but where the lamp is required to 
give just as good a light. Next to this 
come differences in candle power in all. 
the styles of base and all the scale of 
volta ges. Most lamps are now rated at 
sixteen candle power, but there are plenty 
of twenty's and twenty-four’s for the same 
work, and above and below this normal 
point are lots of other degrees of bright- 
ness. But this does not by any means end 
the possible and actual variation. Some 
lamps have the filaments long, some short; 
some filaments are twisted into the figure

On the Gilgit line two passes have to be 
crossed, one 11,600 feet high, and the other

BLECTRICAL MANUFACTURE OF IN- 


DIGO. 


One of the most pathetic features of 
some itropical regions is the ruined condi- 
tion of what were once flourishing and 
prosperous indigo plantations. In a single 
valley of one West Indian island there are 
scores and scores of dismantled works and 
overgrown fields, representing the break- 
down of a great industry under the com- 
petition of modern methods of artificial 
production of dyes of all kinds. One of the 
latest developments in the treatment of in- 
digo as now made, involves the use of 
electricity, and it seems probable that con- 
siderable improvements will occur in this 
way in process of dyeing. That indigo 
can be reduced by electrolysis was first 
practically demonstrated by F. Goppels- 
reeder, and this- was hailed as a great 
achievement by the indigo-dyers, who rec- 
ognized at once the advantages of a vat“ 
that would not become silted up with 
sediment as in the case of the ordinary 
processes, thus causing an objectionable 
interruption to the working. Wartha has 
observed, however, that the prolonged elec- 
trolytic treatment of indigo causes a fur- 
ther change in the dye-stuff, leading even- 
tually to its total destruction, and for this 
reason he came to the conclusion that the 
practical use of the electrolytic vat is im- 
possible. Recently J. Mullerus has pointed 
out that, although the reduction of indigo 
cannot be satisfactorily effected in the 
cold, the operation can be most success- 
fully accomplished at the boiling tempera- 
ture. Goppelsroeder confirms this observa- 
tion. He suggests the following treatment, 
which he found in every way to work sat- 
isfactorily. The cloth to be dyed is im- 
pregnated with the indigo in 4 finely- 
| powdered condition; it is then immersed 
in a solution of caustic soda or lime, and 
passed in contact between two copper 
plates, forming electrodes in a vat. When 
the current is sent through these plates 
the indigo in the cloth is reduced, and on 
subsequent exposure to the air the cloth 
becomes dyed a fine blue. 

ELECTRICAL MACHINE TOOLS. 

It is becoming the practice to build 
electric motors upon or into many of the 
tools that they drive, and the question is 
now pressing for solution whether it is 
worth while, on grounds of economy and 
advantage, to push the idea much fur- 
ther. George Richmond, in discussing the 
subject recently, remarks that the money 
valuc of any possible difference in the 
cost of transmission sinks into insignifi- 
eance before only a small percentage of 
increase in the efficiency of the tool, and 
hence the latter is the thing to aim at. 
After citing a mass of statistics, Mr. 
Richmond arrives at the conclusion that 
it may be some time before small tools

ON THE FARM. 
Now, that country trolley roads are 
being advocated, with the additional plea 
that their circuits can be tapped for 


farm work, it deserves note that this 
has actually been done the Allen- 
town and high Valley tion Com- 


pany, which supplies current to a fifteen- 

power motor, on the farm of the 
Hon. J. Roth. The motor is 3000 feet 
above the road, and current is furnished 
at the rate of 8 cents for about one and 
one-half-horse power per hour. The mo- 
tor is belted to shafting and in this way 
drives farm machinery of all kinds, 
threshing, cutting feed, grinding grain, 
shelling corn, pumping water, sawing 
wood, and the like. Mr. Roth says he 
finds the power much cheaper, safer and 
more convenient than steam or animal 
energy, and he is earnestly recommend- 
ing it to farmers around him. A similar 
instance is furnished by the, Crystal, Hill 
farm and dairy, near Catasauqua, Pa., 
where a five-horse-power motor was fur- 
nished with current from the . electric- 
light station, two and one-half miles 
away. Tho motor ran the churns and 
cream separators, washed bottles; drove 
fans, etc., so well that it has since been 
replaced by a _ ten-horse-power motor, 
which does a lot more work. Seventy 
head of milch cows are fed on ensilage 
during the year, and the use of the motor 
has reduced the cost of the preparation 
of the ensilage from $1.50 to 80 cents 
per ton. . 


TROLLBY MAIL SERVICE. | 


The value of the trolley for mat! col- 
lecting and delivery purposes is rapidly 
being appreciated. At first bags of mail 
were simply thrown on the platforms for 
ewifter transportation. Then came the 
plan of developing communication syste- 
matically between the central postoffice 
and the suburbs. The next step was sort- 
ing cafs, and one will soon think as 
little of dropping a letter in a trolley-car 
slot as in the familiar box that hangs 
on the street corner. One of the most 
recent developments has been the grant - 
ing by trolley cars of free transportation 
to special-delivery messengers at -their 
work. It is an open secret that the fee 
charged by the government for special 
delivery letters_is often more than swal- 
lowed up by the expenses of delivery, 
but with the item of transportation left 
out, and with greater speed, there is ex- 
cellent reason to beHeve that special de- 
livery will beccme a most important 
branch of postal work, especially where a 
good trolley network of lines exists. 

THE CONDITIONS OF ELECTRIC KILL- 
ING. 

F. A. la Roche, a well-known electrical 
inventor and engineer, in discussing the 
question, describes some of his own ex- 
periences which go to throw grave doubt 
on the certainty with which the ordinary 
means of electrocution kill. In his work, 
he has taken alternating and arc light 
potentials all the way up from 1600 volts 
and 1960 to 450,000, and he still lives and 
works. Yet, as he says, this does not 
prove by any means that electricity does 
not kill. But how, and under what condi- 
tions? To solve this problem some ex- 
periments were made with animals. The 
first experiment was performed upon a 
full-grown cat in the following manner: 
Two plates of metal, separated but a short 
distance from each other, were secured to 
a table. Next a terminal was secured to 
each plate, so that when the cat stood 
with her fore-feet upon one plate and her 
hind-feet upon the other, the circuit was 
completed through her body. Her feet 
were thoroughly saturated with salt water 
with the effect of greatly decreasing her 
electrical resistance. When all arrange- 
ments had been completed the current was 
turned on, and puss was introduced te a 
shock of 1000 volts. With a spasmodic 
jerk she instantly sprang into the air, 
but landed again upon the plates, where 
she remained stark and rigid for about two 
minutes while the current was on, but 
when it was cut off the body instantly set- 
tled down upon the plates with eyes wide 
open, but the cat was insensible, and, to 
all appearances, dead, as there was neither. 
respiration nor apparent pulsation of the 
heart. The next move was to resuscitate 
the animal, if possible. Ammonia inhala- 
tions and artificial respiration were re- 
sorted to, and finally the cat again showed 
signs of life. She breathed distinctly. 
and after a short time had entirely recov- 
ered. Again the current was applied, and 
the contracting muscles gave evidence 
of its presence after a moment or two. 
The current was then immediately cut off 
and an examination made, when they dis- 
covered that the cat still lived, and it was 
not unt!) after the fifth shock that the cat 
was really dead. Ot cats were experi- 
results varied but 
little from the above, but the last, and pos- 
sibly more startling experiment was car- 
ried on with a fox, which was given the 
current some twenty or thirty times at 
about a second’s duration each time, be- 
fore it was killed. Mr. La Roche expresses 
strong disapproval of the use of electricity 


as a means of execution, because he holds 


that unless such measures as he describes 
are resorted to, life may and probably does 
linger, and consciousness will return of 
its own accord if the person is primarily 
sound.

It is quite possible to have too much of 
a good thing, and it appears as if the 
Southern country n response to a desire 
for rain were to get a deluge. 5 

The matter is becoming just a trifle 
serious. The telegraph wires are down zu 


many places, washouts on the railroacs 


are reported, and in the city a variety or 
troubles are wearying the average pedes- 
trian who has been obliged to face the 
storm. In the immediate approaches to the 
two depots a sea of liquid mud made 
traffic anything but a joy, and during the 
afternoon Alameda street was flooded from 
side to side. 

Complaints were made at the City Hall 
during the day that in the neighborhood 
of the oil wells the crude petroleum was 
being washed down onto the asphalt pave- 
ment in the lower part of the city. While 
it does not add to the beauty of tne 
street where it finds lodgment it has a 
corroding effect on the asphalt and if 
steps are not taken to stop the flow a 
large amount of expensive pavement will 
be ruined. 

About ten feet of the west approach to 
the Buena Vista street bridge gave way 
yesterday morning but a force of men were 
put at work to check the break. The 
soil being so soft the center pier has sunk 
nearly four inches, and if the storm doe» 
not abate traffic must be suspended. 

_ ‘The Water Overseer’s force is. being kept 


at work repairing the wooden flume of 


zanja 6-1, near the gas works, which caved 
in. Other miscellaneous mishaps are re- 
ported but none, so far, of an absolutely 
dangerous character. 

The reports from various; points along 
the Pacific Coast last night showed a ris- 
ing barometer from Fresno northward, 
and a decreasing pressure in Southern Cal- 
ifornia. The winds were generally south 
to easterly, with light to fresh velocity. 
Rain has fallen along the entire coast save 
at San Diego. At San Luis Obispo there 
was .36 of an inch; Fresno, .26; San Fran 
cisco, .02; Sacramento, .18; Red Bluff, .04; 
and Roseburg and Portland, .01. These re- 
ports are for the twelve hours ending at 
5 p.m. At the latter hour the weather 
in Northern and Central California . was 
cloudy and partly clearing, elsewhere 
cloudy or raining, and most of the sta- 
tions sent in local predictions of continued 
rain. 

In Los Angeles yesterday's rainfall was 
nearly the second edition of the first 
storm that began several days ago. Tne 
present downfall, however, began early 
yesterday morning, and continued througn- 
out the day with occasional very heavy 
showers. In the twelve hours, ending ax 
5 p.m., the precipitation amounted to .96 
of an inch and for the twenty-four hours 
1.07 of an inch, making for the season 10.04 
as compared with 5.32 for the correspond- 
ing period last yeer. 

During the heavy rainfall yesterday 
much water was running through the 
Firet-street cut ard plunging off the bluff 
et the eastern end in a preity, if muddy, 
waterfall. It looked as though the cut 
would be completed by the hydraulic 
process. The water ran south on Hin 


street, and turned east into Second, pour- 


ing down the gutters in a perfect milrace, 
to spread out over the crossings at the 
Broadway corners, rendering them for a 
time. impassable. 

Much earth ran down through the out 
end numerous small caves and landsl'des 
resulted from the wind and rain beating 
on the bluffs along Hill street. 

The East Los Angeles electric cars ex- 
perienced some delays all day yesterday, 
the princ’pal cause of which was the wash- 
out of a portion of the southern approach 
to the Buena Vista-street bridge. The 
break was noticed first at a late hour last 
night, but, as reported to the police sta- 
thon, was nothing serious. 

By morning all the earth for twenty feet 
south of the bulkhead, for @ depth of ten 
to fifteen feet, Was out, and Dep- 
uty Street Superintendent Hampton Hut- 
ton, with a strong force of men, worked 
until late in the afternoon et che wagon 
bridge repairs.
